ALLIES’ LINE GOING FORWARD 


AMERICAN SEAMEN 


UNACCOUNTED FOR 


Been Resisting at Only a Few Points 


During Their Retreat 


Washington. March 19.—New and 
uggresnlvc action to protact American 
shipping against German submarine# 
appears certain as a result of the 
»inking> yesterday and Saturday of 
three unarmed Amerlcun merchantmen 
with possible loaa of American lives. 

The calling of Congress in extraor¬ 
dinary session before April M loon Led 
as the strongest probability, although 
President Wilson was understood to 
have other courses under consideration. 

With American ships already being 
anned. the most probable step would 
appear to be an active campaign to 
clear the German submarines out of 
the shipping lanee. There appeared to 
be no plan to have tho United States 
enter the war in the sense that the 
European nations have entered It. 

Submarine Chasers. 

The fact that some American ships 
are on the other side of the ocean un¬ 
armed * a factor in the situation, and 
as large warships are ineffective 
against submarines, the problem for 
tho Government is to gel small sub¬ 
marine chasers. Moat of the American 
lleel is needed! at home to guard 
agaiast operation of German sub¬ 
marines in American waters. 

There seemed no doubts that steps 
to supplement the arming of American 
ships would be taken, and the only 
question was whether the President 
would take eoch step# on his own re¬ 
sponsibility or wait for Congress to 
grant specific authority. 

No comment was made at tka White 
House to-day beyond the statement 
that the President was getting reports 
and considering the question thor¬ 
oughly. 

Secretary Lansing was called to tho 
White House by President Wilson 
early to-day. and they discussed the 
policy of the Government. 

Fourteen Missing. 

New York. March 19— Eighty-flve 
Americans, comprising a large major¬ 
ity of the crews, were aboard the three 
American steamships Vtgtlancta. City 
of Memphis and Illinois, sunk by Ger¬ 
man submarines on Saturday and Hun- 
I day in the German submarine "tone.'' 
The latest Information here is that 14 
men are missing from the Vlgtlancia 
and eight from the City of Memphis. 
The crew of the Illinois was landed 
safely. 

The City of Memphis left Cardiff. 
Wales. Friday in baltast for New York. 
Hhe encountered a German submarine 
Saturday evening and the crew was 
given 15 minutes lo take to the boats. | 
The vessel was owned by the Ocean ' 
Hteamsblp Company, being valued at | 
9909,990. Hhe left New York January j 
ra with a cargo of cotton, which was 
delivered at Havre, France. There were 
57 men m her crow. Hhe was destroyed 
by gunfire. It la reported. 

Without Warning.

Parii. March 19.—To-morrow or the day after two entire French 
departments, those of the Oiae and the Aisne, will bo liberated from 
German control, according to reports frojn the fighting front The 
total territory now regained is calculated roughly at more than.830, 
square miles. 

The nature of the ground over which the Germans retreated was 
almost all against them and they were harried by cavalry, which now 
is being used in foroe for the first time since the battle of tho Marne. 
At a few points where nature offered an opportunity for resistance 
tha Germans tried to make a stand and fall back only after consider¬ 
able fighting.

Frank Simonds's Opinion Ger¬ 
mans Will Try lo Stand 


New York. March It.—(By Frank H. 
Hlmonds.)—Bapsume!— and that after 
bo many times during the present war 
w hen the expectation of the Allies has 
outrun not merely realisation, but any 
reasonable possibility, that It is the 
part of wisdom at the present moment 
to keep In mind the Immediate possi¬ 
bilities of the German retirement about 
Baps ume, now in the hands of the Brit¬ 
ish forces. 

There are. it is clear, three possibili¬ 
ties. We may be witnessing tha first 
step in a general German retirement 
from France which will not atop short 
o( the frontier; we may be observing a 
partial but exceedingly important re- 
tirenxnt which will not end until the 
Germans have abandoned the famous 
N**yun elbow and are standing on a 
line running from La Baasee through 
Uoual, Cambrai. Hi Quentin and . La 
Fere; we may be seeing the largest 
local retirement on the German aide 
since the Battle of the Marne, but a 
local retirement which has no further 
meaning than the abandonment of the 
j*o-«‘ttlled Arras or Bapaume and Koye 
salients. Now, of the thretf possibilities 
it is necessary to recognise that only 
the last Is now Immediately forecast. 
Nothing in the German operations up 
to :be present moment supplies any 
real reason why observers from a dis¬ 
tance, whatever the case may be for 
the Mddlers at the front, should believe 
that the Germans are doing anything 
hut retiring from a couple of very un¬ 
comfortable comers, straightening their 
lines in such fashion as to make a 
permanent stand easier and less coolly, 
end that at no distant time we shall 
not see the retreat ended. 

. Wide Semi-circle. 

The exact situation has become fairly 
familiar to the world. On July 1 of last 
year, when the Battle of the Somme 
opened, the Oermans occupied between 
the Scarpa and the Somme—that is. 
between Arras and Bray—a wide semi¬ 
circle, described about Bapaume, which 
projected Into the Allies' lines It w as 
approximately 10 miles from Bapaume 
to Arras and to Bray, and it was the 
same distance to Gommecourt. which 
was the westernmost point of the semi¬ 
circle, the extreme weutern point of the 
German lines in France. The base of 
this salient was sufficiently large to 
enable the Germans to operate on the 
inside without betag exposed to a con¬ 
verging Are.

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EDUCATIONAL WORK 
TO BE CO-ORDINATED 


Second Conference of Repre¬ 
sentatives of Western Edu¬ 
cational Departments 


A gathering itprwuUtlv* of the 
educational work of the four western 
provinces commenced thin morning at 
Department of Education here. 
Manitoba la represented by R. Fletcher. 
Deputy Minister of Education, and Al • 
betta by J. T. Rocs, Chief Inspector of 
fl iniMa. both of whom arrived yestei - 
day morning; Huksuhewsn by D. F. 
McColl. HniKTlatendent of Education, 
and British Columbia by. Um Superin¬ 
tendent of Education. 

The object of the gathering la to .11*- 
cuHs the policy which was the sub¬ 
ject of a conference twelve montha 
ago. That was the Inauguration of a 
ay stem of reciprocity In teachers, tea* 
books, and curriculum In the school or¬ 
ganizations of the four weatern prov¬ 
inces. Some progreaa waa made laat 
year, and already recognition of teach- 
ora* certificates have been mutually 
helpful, but there are other ppinta 
which, deserve attention, and which 
now form the subject of the proceed¬ 
ings this week. 

All the western provinces. Mr. 
Fletcher states, are feeling the short¬ 
age of competent teachers, since so 
many male teachers are sway at the 
front, and It has been difficult to flit 
their places. In consequence the pre¬ 
liminaries settled last year have proved 
beneficial In regulating the supply. 

The adoption of a common policy In 
test books is proving a valuable econ¬ 
omy. Incidental to this matter, be 
mentioned to the Times that the Man¬ 
itoba Department Is giving special at¬ 
tention to the study of Canadian his¬ 
tory. particularly that part which re¬ 
fers to the early days el constitutional 
government, and the circumstances 
which led up to Confederation. In view 
Of the fiftieth anniversary being due 
this year. In that respect the depart¬ 
ment Is co-operating with the C.na- 
dmn Club of Winnipeg, that organi¬ 
sation having' endeavored to create a 
corresponding sentiment throughout 
the west for study of Canadian his¬ 
tory. 

There are many little points of de¬ 
tail which will be taken up during the 
progress of the conference, affecting 
educational unity in the west. The 
valuo of the gathering twelve months 
ago had demonstrated the usefulness 
of these meetings

Many people arc glad to adopt pris¬

extra parcels. Them parrels are sent 
In tl*e name of the subscribers nml ac¬ 
knowledged direct to them. Any sums 
from is. fortnightly are gratefully re¬ 
ceived for these purposes, as are any

The Canadian Red Crpss Society send 
the authorised Ttatflt of clothing to each 


prisoner as soon as possible after his 
address is known. 

Outfits. 

These outfits consist of the follow¬ 
ing: Greatcoat, Jacket, trousers, cap. 
boots, ,2 shirts. 2 pair* docks. 1 pair 
canvas shoes. 2 vests. 2 drawers, cardi¬ 
gan, pair gloves, kitbag. 3 handker¬ 
chiefs, 2 tow*is. 

Unfortunately, owing to the very 
strict regulations issued by the War 
Office, the society Is not allowed to 
accept any parcels of food, or clothing 
to forward to Germany. Neither may 
it purchase and dispatch any extra 
clothing. The outfit sent, which Is re¬ 
peated every six months, should, how¬ 
ever, be sufficient. 

A limit ns to the amount of tobacco 
which may be sent ha* how been fixed 
and consists of 300 cigarettes and V*-R>. 
of tobacco fortnightly. 

Books, games, etc., are sent occasion¬ 
ally and seem very acceptable. 

Books and playing cards may. how¬ 
ever. be sent by private people If they 
Are ordered through an authorised firm 
such as M e ss r s. W. H. Smith, Strand. 
London, or the Camps* Library. Horse- 
ferry Road, H. W. 

Books o t an educational nature will 
be sent free If application Is made in 
writing with full details to A. T. 
Davis. Esq., Board of Education, 
Whitehall. London. 

The society supply medicines or oilier 
medical comforts tf required, and an 
ample supply of soap Is sent. 

Parcel* not containing food or cloth¬ 
ing. or any articles on the prohibited 
list enclosed, may be sent by prKkte 
people addressed to a prisoner c|o Tha 
Canadian Red Cross Society, and sent 
post free. 

Tennis balls, footballs, boxing gloves, 
gramophone records may only be sent 
if especially asked for by a prisoner.
